 D,. Information ſent abroad almoſt in the darłe, to 
beguile the friends thereof; Maintaining the King- 
dome of Bobem a to be ſucceſſive, and by conſequence 
rightly deſcended to the houſe of 40 at firſt, ſo 
farre preiudiced mee, as to thinke ſo much confidence 
and boldueſſe was — with great probability of 
truth: And Iconfeſſe that little pile, as it ſtands com · 
pacted and involued, hath in it ſelfe a faire ſhow, vntill 
it bee taken in peeces, and ſearched at the Corner 
Stones. Deſire of mine one ſatis faction, firſt made me 
curious to looke into the beſt Records of Stary ot that 
Courtry, I found the Authors ſuch, as without cxcep« 
tion, (or their quality, iudgement, and meanes to know 
the truth, no diſpaſhonate man could refule. They doe 
relate barely what was done and practiſed, without 
fore · thinking to decide aqueſtion, which in their tunes 
could not be fore ſeene, and was the leaſt part of their 
deligue; and therefore, their witneſſe, as vu concerned

therein, is of more authority. When l had informed 
my ſelfe, I learned of Saint Paul, to ſetiii wy Brethren, 
5 5 for want of my leiſure, could not intend ſuch a 
perplexed ſearch; and might, for zeale and loue of 
truth, be miſcarried with chat which was firſt propoun- 
ded to chem for truth. I doe not intend to anſwer the 
Informatortrom point to point; but to warne you, that 
he bath taken aduantages, and torcibly drawne into his 
purpoſe, fragments and pieces, the whole whereof 
would be too heauy for his foundation : and as his 
fluffe is, ſo are his ooo and application wreſted & made 
ctoołed, not one grown Timber among them. I haue 
therfore vadertaken, in a plaine Narration, toſhewthe 
firlt Election of the Princes of Bohemia & the oontinu- 
ance and practice of Free Election vnto Ferdinand of 
Auſtria: That not one in all that ſeries of ſo manie 
Princes and Kings did ſucceed in right of Inheritance 
ſimply; nor did dare ſo to claime an admittance to that 
Scepter. In which diſcourſe I deſire you to conſider, 
not ſo much the efficacy of euery prooſe of Election 
ſingly (which notwithſtanding is an irrefragable eui- 
dence) as the whole ſi e, and thred, puipoſe and pra- 
ice of the States and free people of that Kingdome: 
for power and affection may ſometimes obſcure and 
ſlacken the ſtiffneſſe; but yet in euery age and change, 
more or leſſe, the right hath broken forth and ſtood 
fon it ſelfe. I haue not thought it fir to trouble you 
with latter times, in which the houle of Aa ſtria bath 
beene pteferred, and haue claimed a ſuceeſſion #f right; 
from a ſucceſſion af Lowe, and ſo haue loſt their beſt title. 
It is euident in all Electiue kingdomes, that the Sonne 
of the Father hath beene choſen; for hee was already

acknowledging the free Election and good will of the 
States of Bohe mi-, fine ulla alia obligatio ne. 

To lay our one foundation ſure and conſpicuous, 
ſirſt prelent this definition of a xingdome ſucceſſive ; 
That the Crowne;and all the &ights of Regality,, dot 
de Inre deſcend vnto the next Priues or Prixce//e of the 
bloud Reyallin tiglit Line; And that it is as pou an In- 
terruption of ſaceeſſcox that a younger Houſe bee prefer- 
red, as that a Scranger; and that the States and people 
haueno4igbr to put by or refuſe the next in bloud vp: 
on any pretence: and theſe rules eſtabliſh and ſimit a 
Kingdome ſ#ccefſive. But that this Canan bath neuer

Conrads was in his abſencedeclared Prince ab 
ordinibas Bohemia; After his death, Venceſleas the fon 
of Otho viger, younger brother to Swetopulcns his Co- 
zen, but preferred before many neerer the Succeſhon, 
was Elected Prince. Him Primiſiaes expulſed,bur fea- 
ring his returne, hee quitted Prage; And wenceflens in 
his returne died, leauing a Sonne called Spitignens va- 
cante principali ſede, Henricus (the ſecond Sonne of Bre- 
ciſlaus the ſixe and twentieth Biſhop of Prage) diem co- 
mitiorum habendorum Praga indicit, candida tumque in 
illo principatus pro ſpitigenio pupille agit: Boemi parumper 
deliberantes, ipſum Henricum unanimi aſſenſu, magna quo 
voce, Principem Boemie pronuntiant : Heere alſo was a 
ſucceſſion interrupted by the free Election, not onely 
Spitignens the ſonne of the laſt wenceſlans reiected be- 
cauſe a childe, but Henry preferred before all the Sons 
of Vadiſlaus the ſecond King of Bohemia: Henry not 
long after falls ſicke, and aſſembles all the Nobility, de- 
claring vnto them his deſire to reſigne the Principality 
of Bohemia, Datg;illis poteſtatem eligemdi Princip quem- 
cunque veluerint: but the Bohemians hoping on his re- 
couery would not proceed to a new Election, and fo he 
remained Prince to his death. Being dead, de ſuccepio-

againſt a former confeſſed right. I he acceptance of the 
Election without the right of Anne, was ſaſer for him 
then to come in by her right, becauſe ſo hee was eſta- 
bliſhed in his owne title, which might haue failed by 
the death of his wife, ſingly depending on her, and 
Kingdomes ſucceſſiue are not held in curteſie; But af- 
ter ninteene yeates, bauing a ſetled poſterity by Anne, 
it was then for his aduantage in preiudice ofthe liberty 
of the States, to diſclayme the Election, and to claime 
by his wife for his childrens intereſt, who ſhould not 
then hazard a new Election, but ſucceed. And this rea- 


ſon cauſed the former Kings of Boheme to procure their 


ſonnes crowned when they could,and ſome asappears, 
could not. This practice diſcredits the whole claime, 
and is founded vpon Ferdinand intereſſed againſt Fer- 

dinand freely elected. | 
As farre as mine Authors haue led me, in mine owne 
purpoſe, which was to ſne a continuall claime and 
practiſe in the States of Bohemia to Elect their Princes 
and Kings, I haue ( perhaps with too much breuity) 
deliuered the ſame truth I found recorded, and I doubt 
not it will bee cleare enough to all well affected inen, 
that my propoſitions are made euident in ſundry ex- 
ample, and ſo my Concluſion will ſtand, Bohemia Reg - 
num Electiuum; but becauſe I profeſſed arfirſt,thatthe 
Informator had miſ- vſed his ſtuffe to ſerue his ewne 
ends, and to beguile the ſimplicity of our mindes, I 
Rand bound not fo to accuſe him, without ſhewing 
in ſome particulars, which way hee hath made that 
which was ſtraight crooked.

To vnfold all theſe Contradictions, we muſt retutne 
to thetruthof Story ; neither of hinſiſters had, nor lai, 
med right: But the Bohemians (alwaies reſpectiue to 
the e ee of their Kings / firſt Elected the huſ- 
band of Anne the eldeſt, — after reiecting him for 
miſgouernment, called in lala of Laxenburg hs; And 
though they gaue him Elizabeth to bee his Wite , they 
plainly Hobie fortheir King. 

Next he tells vs, wewceſlaws the ſonge of chili, at 
three yeares of age was Crowned King by his Fathers 
Command, abſque ulla requiſtione — That ne- 
gatiue is not proued, and I aske no more Inference a- 

inſt it, and that which it concludes, 4d Inre ſneceſ. 
vn, then his one words, his Father commanded it, 
which if you make gentler, and lay, (as the truth is) be 
deſired it wee are agreed; for to command it, if he had

Was not Aune married to the Duke of Saxe, 
the Elder, and heyre, if there were a right ot Succeſſi- 
on? Was Anne depoſed by any Emperour, or any De- 
cree againſt her? if not, what clayme had the ſonne of 
Elizabeth againſt his Aunt and her iſſue? And how, by 
the right and vigour of their priuiledges did theking- 
dome appertaine to the younger in bloud? But we ſee 
theſe daughters Titles piecedfup to confirme the claime 
of Ferdinand by Anve the ſiſter of Ladiſlews, which hee 
at his one Election durſt not truſt vnto. 

Laſtly, he preferres to vs the Letters or Bulls of Fre- 
dericke, Charles, Ferdinand, and Vladiſluus, to entaile the 
Kingdome to the Princes of the blond, but none of 
the ſe to the next in bloud, which formes a ſucceſſion, 
but at large, that any ofthe 3 may be choſen, and

to that of greateſt force, which ſeemes exdofiue (when 
none of the bloud ſhall remaine ) the words following 
are, or by any other meanes when the Cromuc ſhall bee voyd,, 
which maſt needs be by death of any in poſſeſſion: But
